New Beer Bill Also Provides 
Small License Fee; Sale In 
Hotels. Restaurants. 


Annapolis, 
March 
24 
(AF*.—A 
state-wide beer regulatory measure 
making no provision tor the old 
time saloon was agreed on by ad­ 
ministration officials al u confer­ 
ence which lasted until early this 
morning. 
It is expected the measure will be 
introduced today. 
Although the proposal does not 
specifically bar the sale of beer at 
saloons it would provide the estab­ 
lishment where beer is sold for con­ 
sumption on tty* premises must be 
a 
bol rn tide 
hotel or restaurant 
where meals are habitually served 
for payment and or incorporated 
club.’* 
The license fee to be charged such 
establishment the measure would 
p iovide would be $50 
It also is pro­ 
posed that a license fee of $35 shall 
be charged operators of establish­ 
ments where the beer is sold and 
consumed off the premises. 
Any county or incorporated town 
would be permitted to set up ad­ 
ditional restrictions or regulations 
for the sale of the beverage and 
also would be permitted to charge 
an additional license fee ii it de­ 
sired. 
Any county desiring to prohibit 
the sale of beer in that county 
could do so I / the enactment of 
proper legislation. The licenses un­ 
der the new act must be obtained 
from the clerk of the courts of the 
counties or Baltimore city.

Changes Are Needed 
Change, variations, new 
inven­ 
tions, new styles and demands are 
the things that will keep the me­ 
chanical mare going Mr, Kettering 
says: 
"If there had been enough change, 
we would never have had the super- 
acceleration, the ov er - mac h inlzing 
of things that have dogged us the 
past few years. Change would have 
stopped us from ’tooling up* ab­ 
normally for any given th in g ............ 
If we took half the men employed 
in tool-making and put them on 
working out new 
inventions, 
new 
tilings, we could have snapped out 
of tins depression in no time. 
“Well, we’re going to move all 
right—we’re going to change. 
You 
know, 
America 
aud 
Russia 
ap­ 
parently are moving in opposite di­ 
rections. but w**’re both really mov­ 
ing in a circle. 
And before we're 
through, well meet—because we’re 
both going toward t(ie same goal,

Water Reservoirs 
Hold Huge Supply 


Charles E. Ryder, chief engineer 
of the state water and power re­ 
sources board, reports there are 870 
w ater storage reservoirs in Penn­ 
sylvania, either built or building, 
each with a capacity of 1,000,000 
gallons or more. Their total storage 
is 238 billion gallons, or an average 
of 275,000,000 gallons in each reser­ 
voir. 
Two reservoirs, Lake W allenpau­ 
pack in Pike and Wayne counties, 
and the Pym atuning reservoir in 
Crawford county, now under con­ 
struction, have a combined capacity 
of 133 billion gallons, more than 
half of the total for the state. 
The greatest capacity of any state 
reservoir is Lake W allenpaupack, 
with 70 billion gallons and a water 
surface area of 5760 acres. The Py­ 
m atuning reservoir, with an area of 
16,400 acres, has a capacity of 63 
billion gallons.
